Helena,  Montana,  January  4,  1909. 

At  12  o'clock  noon  W.  R.  Allen,  Lieutenant  Governor  Elect,  accom- 
panied by  Chief  Justice  Brantly,  clothed  in  his  official  robes,  entered 
the  Senate  chamber  anld  ascended  the  pllatform.

Helena,  Montana: 
I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  a  joint  report  of  the  Forestry 
and  Land  Commissions  for  your  information  and  consideration.  The 
commissione  were  appointed  in  compliance  with  the  recommendations 
of  the  conference  of  Governors  convened  at  the  White  House  in  May 
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last,  upon  the  invitation  of  the  President. 

The  purposes  of  the  appointment  of  the  commissions  were  to  suggest 
means  for  the  conservation  of  the  timber  resources  and  laws  for  the 
better  administrations  of  state  lands.  . 

The  members  of  the  commissions  signing  the  report  have  given  most 
careful  thought  and  devoted  considerable  time  to  the  preparation  of  these 
suggestions  submitted  to  you. 

In  appointing  the  members  of  the  two  commissions,  the  statement 
was  made  that  there  was  no  law  authorizing  the  appointment  or  pro- 
viding compensation  for  services,  but  that  the  Legislative  Assembly 
would  be  asked  to  make  an  appropriation  for  expenses  necessarily  in- 
curred. The  members  have  declined  to  accept  any  allowance  for  expenses 
and  desire  to  contribute  their  time  and  services  to  the  state  as  a  patrio- 
tic duty. 

The  valuable  services  rendered  and  the  high  sense  of  public  duty 
shown  are  fully  appreciated  by  me,  and  a  resolution  of  thanks  on  the 
part  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  would  seem  proper. 

I  realize  the  necessity  for  a  speedy  adoption  of  a  broad  and  compre- 
liensive  policy  for  the  conservation  of  our  natural  resources. 

It  is  one  of  the  important  if  not  the  most  important  questions  of 
the  age,  the  policies  here  suggested  as  to  forests  and  lands  are  but 
a  part  of  the  general  policy  that  should  comprehend  all  resources. 

Later,  specific  suggestions  may  be  made  for  the  conservation  of 
other  of  our  resources. 

I  commend  the  report  herewith  submitted  to  your  most  careful  con- 
sideration, expressing  the  hope  that  your  action  may  be  favorable.

Governor: 

Executive  Office,  Helena,  Montana,  January  20,  1909. 
To  the  President  of  the  Senate, 

Senate  Chamber, 

Helena,  Montana: 

Section  10  of  Article  VII  of  the  Constitution,  provides  that  the 
Governor  shall  present  to  the  Legislative  Assembly  estimates  of  the 
amount  of  money  required  to  be  raised  by  taxation  for  all  purposes  of 
the  state.  In  accordance  with  that  provision,  and  for  your  information, 
I  herewith  submit  estimate  of  the  amount  of  money  available,  and  the 
sums  necessary  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  state  government  for  the 
next  two  years.  The  elective  state  officers  have  estimated  the  expenses 
of  their  respective  offices. 

The  total  revenue  exceeds  the  total  expenses  in  the  sum  of  twenty- 
live  thousand,  six  hundred  and  nineteen  dollars  and  twenty  cents. 

When  my  message  to  the  Joint  Assembly  was  prepared,  only  general 
estimates  had  been  made  and  the  details  now  submitted  strongly  empha- 
size the  necessity  then  pointed  out  for  the  most  careful  consideration 
of  appropriations.  In  making  estimates  of  the  revenue  available  I  have 
used  as  a  basis  for  taxation  purposes  an  assessed  valuation  of  two 
hundred  and  ninety  million  dollars  for  1909,  and  three  hundred  and  ten 
million  dollars  for  1910.  Any  increase  in  the  assessed  valuation  would 
ordinarily  make  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  revenues.  A  material 
increase  this  year  would,  however,  make  the  assessed  valuation  exceed 
three  hundred  million  dollars  and  would  result  in  a  decrease  of  revenue 
tv  the  amount  of  at  least  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars.  This 
would  be  caused  by  the  decrease  in  the  tax  rate  from  two  and  one  half 
mills  to  one  and  one  half  mills.  This  contingency  is  possible  and  you 
should  have  it  in  mind  in  making  appropriations. 

I  have  included  in  my  calculations  the  income  from  the  land  grants 
of  the  educational  institutions  for  the  next  two  years.  These  funds  have 
not  heretofore  been  available.  I  have  taken  it  for  granted  that  a  law  will 
he  enacted  providing  for  the  use  of  these  general  funds  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  respective  institutions  thereby  releiving  the  General  Fund 
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of  burdens  to  that  extent. 

The  total  sum  paid  out  by  the  state  cannot  exceed  the  income.  J 
trust  that  you  will  carefully  guard  appropriations  and  not  permit  them 
to  be  in  excess  of  the  income. 

I  respectfully  recommend  that  no  special  appropriations  other  than 
deficiency  claims  be  made,  by  you  until  the  general  appropriation  bills- 
have  been  passed.  By  so  doing,  you  will  be  able  in  advance  to  know 
just  how  much  money,  if  any,  is  available  for  special  appropriations. 

You  will  doubtless  have  for  consideration,  many  bills  calling  for  ex- 
penditures other  than  herein  estimated.  In  my  judgment  such  expendi- 
tures must  be  limited  to  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  six  hundred 
and  nineteen  dollars  and  twenty  cents.

That  Section  9,  of  Article  XII,  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  State  of  Montana,  be  amended,  and  that  the  question  of  such  amend- 
ment be  submitted  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State  of  Montana 
at  the  next  general  election. 

Section  2.  That  Section  9,  of  Article  XII,  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
State  of  Montana,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended,  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

"Section  9.  The  rate  of  taxation  on  real  and  personal  property  for 
state  purposes  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  never  exceed  three 
mills  on  each  dollar  of  valuation;  and  whenever  the  taxable  property 
of  the  state  shall  amount  to  Three  Hundred  Million  Dollars  ($300,000,- 
000.00),  the  rate  shall  not  exceed  two  and  one-half  mills  (2y2),  on  each 
dollar  of  valuation,  and  whenever  the  taxable  property  of  the  state 
shall  amount  to  Six  Hundred  Million  Dollars  ($600,000,000.00),  the  rate 
shall  never  exceed  two  (2),  mills  on  each  dollar  of  valuation,  unless  the- 
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proposition  to  increase  such  rate  specifying  the  rate  proposed  and  the 
time  during  which  the  rate  shall  be  levied,  shall  have  been  submitted 
to  the  people  at  the  general  election,  and  shall  have  received  a  majority 
of  all  votes  cast  for  and  against  it  at  such  election;  Provided,  that  in 
addition  to  the  levy  for  state  purposes,  above  provided  for,  a  special  levy 
in  addition  may  be  made  on  live  stock  for  the  purpose  of  paying  bounties 
on  wild  animals  and  for  stock  inspection,  protection,  and  indemnity, 
purposes,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  and  such  special  levy  shall  be 
made  and  levied  annually  in  amount  not  exceeding  four  mills  on  the 
dollar,  by  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  as  may  be  provided  by  law.

I  have  the  honor  to  advise  you  that  I  have  this  day  received  from 
the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  a  warrant  for  the  sum  of  sixty-one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  forty-one  and  46-100  dollars,  this  being  the 
amount  due  the  State  of  Montana  as  its  proportion  of  receipts  from 
national  forests  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1908.  This  payment 
is  made  under  the  provisions  of  the  Agricultural  Appropriation  Bill  passed 
by  Congress  and  approved  May  23,  1908. 

Transmitted  herewith  is  a  copy  of  a  letter  received  from  the  acting 
Auditor  for  the  State  and  other  departments  in  which  is  shown  the 
proportion  of  receipts  from  the  several  national  forests  within  the  State. 
It  will  be  observed  that  under  the  provision  of  the  law  referred  to'  this 
fund  must  be  disbursed  as  the  Legislative  Assembly  prescribes,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  public  schools  and  public  roads,  of  the  county  or  counties 
in  which  the  forest  reserves  are  situated. 

In  order,  therefore,  that  the  counties  affected  may  receive  the  benefit 
of  this  fund  it  will  be  necessary  for  this  assembly  to  enact  a  law  providing 
for  the  distribution  of  the  money  and  fixing  the  distributive  share  of 
each  county.  Inasmuch  as  there  can  be  no  distribution  otherwise,  I 
respectfully  suggest  that  direction  also  be  given  for  the  payment  to 
the  several  counties  of  the  funds  that  will  be  paid  to  the  State  on  this 
account  in  the  years  1909  and  1910. 

The  money  received  for  the  fiscal  year  1908,  has  been  by  me  de- 
posited with  the  State  Treasurer,  to  be  held  until  directions  for  its 
disbursement  shall  shall  have  been  given  by  this  assembly.

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Strike  out  all  of  Section  83.

"intact",  and  strike  out  after  the  words  "for  which  the  said  lands  were 
granted"  all  the  remainder  of  the  Section.

applicants,  and  prescribing  the  rights  and  duties  and  fixing  the  compensa- 
tion of  such  board  of  examiners,  and  the  manner  of  appointing  said 
Coal  Mine  Inspector,  of  the  State  of  Montana,  beg  leave  to  report  and 
recommend  that  the  said  bill  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  in  the 
sub-joined. 

Senate  Bill  No.  51. 
Introduced  by  Meyer. 
January  1,  1909. 

A  bill  for  an  Act  entitled,  "An  Act  to  create  a  Board  of  Examiners 
for  examining  applicants  for  the  position  of  Coal  Mine  Inspector  of  the 
State  of  Montana  and  prescribe  the  qualifications  of  applicants  and  pre- 
scribing the  rights  and  duties  and  fixing  the  compensation  of  such  board 
of  examiners,  and  the  manner  of  appointing  said  Coal  Mine  Inspector 
of  the  State  of  Montana." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana: 

Section  1:  From  and  after  a  period  of  two  months,  subsequent 
to  the  date  of  the  passage  and  the  approval  of  this  Act,  the  Governor 
shall  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  coal  miners  of  this  state  appoint 
one  practical  coal  miner  actively  employed  in  coal  mining  in  the  State 
of  Montana,  and  one  mine  manager,  or  superintendent,  who  shall  be 
recommended  to  the  Governor  by  the  majority  of  the  coal  mine  operators 
of  the  State  of  Montana,  and  one  practical  coal  mining  engineer;  the 
three  so  named  by  the  Governor  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Examiners, 
to  pass  upon  the  qualifications  of  applicants  for  coal  mine  inspector 
for  the  State  of  Montana. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  examine  into  the 
qualifications  of  all  applicants  for  appointment  to  the  position  of  coal 
mine  inspector  of  the  State  of  Montana,  by  conducting  a  thorough 
examination  as  to  the  knowledge  of  mine  working,  ventelation,  gasses 
fire  damp,  machinery,  and  actual  experience  in  the  underground  coal 
mining,  and  to  acquaint  themselves  with  the  person,  character,  habits 
and  general  worthiness  of  each  applicant.  The  general  examination 
shall  be  in  writing,  and  manuscript  and  other  paper  of  all  applicants 
together  with  the  tally  sheets  and  the  solution  of  each  question  as  given 
by  the  examining  board  shall  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  State 
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as  public  documents,  but  such  applicants  shall  undergo  an  oral  exam- 
ination pretaining  to  explosive  gases  and  safety  lamps,  all  candidates 
shall  be  allowed  the  use  of  such  text  books  as  are  proper  during  the 
examination.  The  Board  of  Examiners  shall  confine  the  examination 
of  applicants  to  questions  as  designated  in  Section  2  of  this  Act.  No» 
person  shall  be  certified  as  competent  whose  average  percentage  shall 
be  less  than  75  per  centum,  and  certificate  shall  show  what  per  cent 
the  applicant  has  obtained,  and  such  certificates  shall  be  valid  only  when 
signed  by  a  majority  number  of  the  examining  board.  Examining 
Board  shall  immediately  after  the  examination  furnish  to  each  person 
who  came  before  it  to  be  examined  a  copy  of  all  questions,  whether 
oral  or  written,  which  was  given  at  the  examination  on  printed  slips 
of  paper,  to  be  marked,  solved  right,  imperfect  or  wrong,  as  the  case 
may  *be,  together  with  a  certificate  of  competency  to  each  candidate, 
who  shall  have  made  at  least  75  per  centum. 

Section  3.  Applications  for  examination  for  coal  mine  inspector  to 
said  Board  must  be  made  in  writing  and  accompanied  by  an  affidavit 
showing  that  the  applicant  is  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  a  resident 
of  the  State  of  Montana,  and  that  he  has  obtained  the  age  of  thirty 
years,  has  had  at  least  ten  years  experience,  in  underground  coal  mining 
in  the  United  States,  and  at  least  one  years  experience  in  underground 
coal  mining  in  the  State  of  Montana. 

Section  4.  The  Board  of  Examiners  shall  file  with  the  Governor 
the  names  of  all  persons,  who  shall  have  successfully  passed  the  exam- 
ination. From  those  so  named,  the  governor  shall  select  one  person, 
to  be  State  Ooal  Mine  Inspector,  provided  that  any  one,  who  has  served 
capably  as  State  Coal  Mine  Inspector  for  one  term  upon  making  written 
application  to  the  board,  setting  forth  these  facts  shall  be  certified  to 
the  Governor  as  properly  qualified  for  appointment,  but  no  man  shall 
be  elligible  for  the  appointment  as  State  Coal  Mine  Inspector,  who  has 
any  pecuniary  interest  in  any  coal  mine  either  as  owner  or  employer. 

Section  5.  As  often  as  vacancies  occur  in  the  office  of  Coal  Mine 
Inspector,  caused  either  by  death,  resignation,  or  removal  for  malfeasance 
or  as  provided  for  in  Section  12  of  this  Act,  creating  the  office  of  coal 
mine  inspector,  or  as  otherwise  determined  as  with  other  officers  of  the 
state.  The  governor  shall  fill  the  same  by  appointment  for  the  un- 
expired term  by  selecting  a  person  whose  name  is  one  file  in  his  office, 
as  provided  for  in  Section  4,  of  this  Act. 

Section  6.  The  Board  of  Examiners  first  appointed  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  shall  meet  in  the  city  of  Helena,  in  the  office  of  the 
State  Coal  Mine  Inspector  on  the  20th  day  of  June,  1909,  at  which  time 
and  place  they  shall  proceed  to  organize  themselves  and  shall  take  the 
following  oath  of  office  before  some  person  duly  authorized  by  law  to 
administer  an  oath.  We  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  we  will  per- 
form the  duties,  devolving  upon  us  to  the  best  of  our  ability,  and  that 
in  rejecting  or  recommending  applicants  for  the  position  of  Coal  Mine 
Inspector  of  the  State  of  Montana,  we  will  be  governed  by  the  evidence 
of  qualification  to  fill  the  position  '  under  the  law  creating  the  same, 
and  not  by  any  consideration  of  political  affiliation  or  personal  favors; 
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that  we  will  certify  all  whom  we  may  find  qualified  and  who  shall  have 
the  required  examination  according  to  the  Act  and  none  other,  to  the 
best  of  our  knowledge  and  judgment,  "The  second  meeting  of  said  board 
for  the  purpose  of  examining  applicants  for  the  position  of  State  Coal 
Mine  Inspector  shall  be  held  on  the  third  Monday  in  January,  1911,  in 
the  City  of  Helena,  at  the  State  Capitol,  in  the  office  of  the  State  Coal 
Mine  Inspector  and  on  the  second  Monday  in  January,  every  two  years 
thereafter.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  furnish  whatever  blanks,  blank 
books,  printing  or  stationery,  the  board  may  require  in  the  discharge 
of  its  duites.  Public  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  Board  of  Examiners 
through  the  posting  of  notices  in  the  Post  Office  in  the  several  coal 
mining  towns  throughout  the  state  at  least  fifteen  days  previous  to 
the  date  of  examination,  and  by  publication  in  at  least  two  daily  papers 
published  in  the  City  of  Helena,  for  ten  consecutive  days  previous  to  the 
holding  of  the  examination. 

Section  7.  The  board  shall  then  proceed  to  the  examination  of  those 
who  may  present  themselves,  as  candidates  for  said  office,  and  who  shall 
have  complied  with  the  requirements  necessary  to  entitle  such  appli- 
cant to  be  examined  as  provided  for  in  Section  3,  of  this  Act,  and  after 
a  thorough  examination  as  to  knowledge  and  qualification  of  said  appli- 
cants* then  the  said  Board  of  Examiners,  shall  certify  to  the  Governor 
the  names  of  all  such  applicants,  who  have  passed  a  required  examina- 
tion, for  the  position  of  Coal  Mine  Inspector,  as  required  under  the 
provisions  of  the  law. 

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Examiners  shall  receive  Six  Dollars  (6)  per 
diem  for  the  time  actually  engaged  in  the  performance  of  the  duties 
imposed  upon  them  by  this  Act,  and  their  actual  expenses,  such  com- 
pensation to  be  paid  out  of  the  General  Fund  in  the  manner  provided 
by  law. 

Section  9.  The  Governor  shall,  from  the  names  certified  to  by  the 
said  Board  of  Examiners,  appoint  a  Coal  Mine  Inspector  for  the  State 
of  Montana,  who  shall  hold  office  for  the  period  of  time  as  required  by 
the  laws  creating  such  office. 

Section  10.  Four  years  after  January  1,  1909,  and  every  four  years 
thereafter,  the  Governor  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Examiners,  to  pass 
upon  qualifications  of  applicants  for  Coal  Mine  Inspector,  which  shall 
be  constituted,  sworn  and  paid,  and  shall  perform  the  same  duties  as 
the  Board  provided  for  in  Section  one  (1)  of  this  Act,  during  the  term 
for  which  they  were  appointed,  and  from  the  names  certified  to  by  them, 
the  Governor  shall  appoint  a  Coal  Mine  Inspector  for  the  State  of 
Montana  as  herein  provided  for.

Section  12.  Each  successive  board  of  examiners,  shall  have  the 
power  to  adopt  their  own  rules  for  examination  as  will  best  serve  the 
purpose  of  this  Act;  said  rules  not  to  conflict  with  the  manner  of  exam- 
ination as  prescribed  in  Section  2,  of  this  Act.

Your  Committee  on  Mines  and  Mining,  to  whom  was  referred  Senate 
Rill  numbered  52  being  a  bill  for  an  Act  entitled,  "An  Act  to  provide  for 
the  appointment  of  Boards  of  Examiners  for  applicants  for  certain  posi- 
tions in  and  around  coal  mines,  prescribing  their  duties  and  term  of 
office  and  providing  salaries  of  said  Board,  beg  leave  to  report  as  fol- 
lows: Recommend  that  said  bill  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  in  the 
sub- joined, 

Senate  Bill  No.  52. 
Introduced  by  Meyer. 

A  bill  for  an  Act  entitled,  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  appointment 
of  Boards  of  Examiners  for  applicants  for  certain  positions  in  and  around 
coal  mines,  prescribing  their  duties  and  term  of  office  and  providing  for 
the  salaries  of  such  boards. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana: 

Section  1.  On  the  petition  of  the  State  Coal  Mine  Inspector,  the 
judge  of  the  district  court  in  any  county  where  coal  is  mined,  shall  ap- 
point an  examining  board  of  three  persons,  consisting  of  the  State  Coal 
Mine  Inspector,  a  miner  or  an  operator  or  a  superintendent,  and  the 
members  of  said  examining  board  shall  be  citizens  of  the  United  States 
and  legal  residents  of  the  State  of  Montana,  and  shall  hold  office  for  the 
term  of  two  years,  or  until  their  successors  have  been  appointed  and 
qualified.  The  persons  so  appointed  shall  after  being  duly  organized, 
take  and  subschibe  before  an  officer,  authorized  to  administer  the  same, 
the  following  oath;  namely:  "We,  the  undersigned  do  solemnly  swear 
(or  affirm),  that  we  will  perform  the  duties  of  examiners  of  applicants 
for  the  position  of  mine  foreman,  mine  examiner,  or  (fire  boss)  for  the 
coal  mines  of  Montana  to  the  best  of  our  abilities,  and  that  in  certifying 
or  rejecting  said  applicant  we  will  be  governed  by  the  evidence  of  the 
qualifications  to  fill  the  positions  under  the  law  creating  the  same,  and 
not  by  any  consideration  of  personal  favors;  that  we  will  certify  all 
whom  we  find  qualified  and  none  other." 

Section  2.  The  examination  shall  consist  of  oral  and  written  ques- 
tions, theoretical  and  practical  mining,  on  the  nature  and  properties 
obnoxious,  poisiones,  and  explosive  gases  found  in  the  mines,  and  on 
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the  different  systems  of  working  and  ventilating  coal  mines.  During 
the  progress  of  the  examination,  the  use  of  text  books  shall  be  allowed 
applicants  during  the  examination,  and  the  board  shall  issue  to  those 
examined  and  found  to  posess  requisite  qualifications,  certificates  of 
competency  for  the  position  of  mine  foreman,  mine  examiner  or  fire  boss; 
but  such  certificates  shall  be  granted  only  to  persons  of  twenty-three 
(2i-3)  years  of  age  or  over,  good  moral  character,  citizens  of  the  United 
States  and  residents  of  the  State  of  Montana,  and  with  at  least  five 
years  practical  experience  in  the  working  of  coal  mines.  All  papers 
and  blanks,  blank  books  and  stationery  used  at  the  examination,  to  be 
furnished  by  the  Board  and  each  candidate  for  examination  shall  be 
given  such  questions,  as  are  required  in  writing  and  each  question  shall 
be  on  a  separate  paper.  Candidates  must  return  such  papers  to  the 
Board,  with  answer  to  questions  thereon,  attested  by  his  signature.  All 
question  papers  and  answers  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  County 
Clerk  and  Recorder,  in  and  for  the  county  where  such  examinations 
are  held,  and  kept  by  him  in  some  secure  place,  subject  to  examination 
any  time. 

Section  3.  Certificates  of  qualification  to  mine  foreman  in  the  coal 
mines  of  Montana,  shall  be  granted  to  each  applicant  by  the  board  of 
examiners  herein  provided  for,  who  have  passed  a  successful  examination 
as  to  his  knowledge  of  mine  workings,  ventilation,  gases,  fire  damp,  and 
as  to  his  actual  experience  in  underground  coal  mining.  The  certificates 
shall  be  in  a  manner  and  form  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  State  Coal 
Mine  Inspector,  who  shall  keep  a  record  in  his  department  of  all  such 
certificates  granted.  Each  certificate  shall  contain  the  full  name  and 
age  and  birth  place  of  applicant  and  also  the  length  or  nature  of  his 
previous  service  in  coal  mines. 

Section  4.  Persons  seeking  certificates  of  competency  as  mine 
examiners  (or  fire  boss)  must  produce  evidence  satisfactory  to  the 
board  that  they  are  citizens  of  the  United  States,  residents  of  the  State 
of  Montana,  have  had  at  least  five  (5)  years  practical  experience  in  the 
working  of  coal  mines  at  least  twenty-three  (23)  years  of  age,  and  of  good 
repute  and  temperate  habits.  They  must  prepare  to  submit  to  and 
satisfactorily  pass  an  examination  as  to  their  experience,  in  mines, 
generating  dangerous  and  explosive  gasses,  their  practical  and  technical 
knowledge  of  the  nature  and  properties  of  fire  damp,  the  laws  of  venti- 
lation, and  the  structure  and  use  of  the  safety  lamp. 

Section  5.  The  said  Board  of  Examiners,  shall  meet  at  the  call  of 
the  State  Coal  Mine  Inspector  and  shall  grant  certificates  to  \  all  persons 
whose  examination  shall  disclose  their  fitness  for  the  duties  of  mine 
foreman  as  above  classified  or  mine  examiner  or  fire  boss,  and  such 
certificates  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  of  the  holders  competency  for 
the  duties  of  said  position  so  far  as  relates  to  the  purpose  of  this  Act: 
provided,  that  any  person  who  shall  have  been  employed  as  mine  fore- 
man, continually  for  a  period  of  one  year  preceeding  the  approval  of  this 
Act,  by  the  same  firm,  person  or  corporation,  shall  be  granted  a  certifi- 
cate without  undergoing  such  examination,  but  he  shall  not  be  employed 
by  any  other  person,  firm  or  corporation,  without  having  successfully 
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undergone  such  examination.  No  person  shall  be  certified  as  competent 
whose  average  percentage  shall  be  less  than  seventy-five  per  centum  and 
such  certificates  shall  designate  the  position  qualified  for  and  shall  be 
valid  only  when  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  examining  board. 

Section  6.  The  board  may  exercise  its  descretion  in  issuing  cer- 
tificates of  any  class,  without  examination,  to  persons  presenting  with 
proper  credentials,  certificates  issued  by  competent  authorities  in  this  or 
other  states,  provided,  however,  that  for  every  such  certificate  issued, 
the  board  shall  charge  a  fee  of  Five  Dollars  (5). 

Section  7.  An  Applicant  for  examination  for  any  certificate  herein 
provided  for,  before  being  examined  shall  register  his  name  with  the 
State  Coal  Mine  Inspector,  and  file  with  him  the  credentials  required  by 
this  Act,  to-wit:  An  affidavit  as  to  all  the  matters  of  fact  establishing 
his  rights  to  and  qualifications  for  receiving  the  examination,  and  a 
certificate  of  good  character,  and  temperate  habits,  signed  by  at  least 
ten  (10)  of  the  citizens  who  know  him  best  in  the  place  in  which  he 
lives.  Each  candidate  before  receiving  the  examination  shall  pay  to  the 
State  Coal  Mine  Inspector  the  sum  of  two  ($2.00)  dollars  as  an  exam- 
ination fee  and  those  who  pass  the  examination  for  which  they  are 
entered  before  receiving  their  certificates  shall  also  pay  to  the  Stat3 
Coal  Mine  Inspector  the  further  sum  of  three  ($3.00)  dollars  each  as  a 
certificate  fee.  All  such  fees  shall  be  duly  accounted  for  by  the  State 
Coal  Mine  Inspector,  and  turned  into  the  State  Treasurer  at  the  close 
of  the  fiscal  year. 

Section  8.  The  members  of  the  examining  board,  except  the  State 
Coal  Mine  Inspector,  shall  receive  as  a  compensation  the  sum  of  five 
($5.00)  dollars  each  day,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  five  days  in  any  year 
and  whatever  sum  is  necessary  to  reimburse  them  for  such  traveling- 
expenses  as  may  be  incurred  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  All  such 
salaries  and  expenses  of  the  members  of  the  board  shall  be  paid  upon 
vouchers  duly  sworn  to  by  each  member  of  the  said  board  and  approved 
and  ordered  by  the  State  Board  of  Examiners,  and  the  State  Auditor 
is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  his  warrants  on  the  State  Treasurer  for 
the  amount  thus  shown  to  be  due,  payable  out  of  any  money  in  the  State 
Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Section  9.  (a) :  Any  person  who  acts  in  the  capacity  of  mine  fore- 
man, mine  examiner  or  fire  boss  without  a  certificate  of  competency, 
as  provided  in  this  Act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  an  offense  against  this 
Act  and  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  exceeding  five  dollars  for 
every  day  during  which  he  shall  act  in  such  capacity,  provided,  however, 
the  state  Coal  Mine  Inspector  shall  have  the  power  to  grant  permits 
to  persons  to  perform  the  duty  of  mine  foreman,  mine  examiner  or  fire 
boss  as  provided  for  in  this  Act,  who  may  be  employed  by  any  company, 
corporation,  association,  person  or  persons,  engaged  in  operating  any 
coal  mines  in  the  State  of  Montana  until  such  time  as  the  person  so  em- 
ployed has  had  an  opportunity  to  be  examined  as  to  his  competency  by 
the  Board  of  Examiners,  provided  for  in  this  Act,  but  no  longer. 

(b).  Every  company,  corporation,  association,  person  or  persons, 
operating  any  coal  mine  or  coal  mines,  in  the  State  of  Montana,  who 
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employs  any  uncertified  mine  foreman,  examiner  or  fire  boss,  except  as 
provided  for  in  Section  (  )  of  this  Act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dol- 
lars for  every  day  which  they  so  employ  such  uncertified  mine  foreman, 
mine  examiner  or  fire  boss.  Provided,  that  in  case  of  emergency  any 
competent  man  may  be  employed  and  act  as  a  temporary  mine  foreman, 
examiner  or  fire  boss  until  a  certificate  or  permit  can  be  obtained,  not 
to  exceed  a  period  of  30  days,  without  violating  this  Act  or  incurring 
any  of  its  penalties. 

Section  10.  All  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Section  11.  This  Act  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  after  its  pas- 
sage and  approval  by  the  Governor."  And  as  so  amended  that  the  bill 
do  pass.

Mr.  President: 

The  Joint  Committee  appointed  by  the  House  and  Senate  to  in- 
vestigate the  condition  of  the  State  Orphans'  Home,  at  Twin  Bridges, 
have  performed  their  duty  and  herewith  submit  a  report: 

We  find  that  there  is  necessity  for  quite  extensive  improvements 
mostly  in  the  way  of  completing  work  already  begun. 

Your  Committee  found  the  floors,  in  a  great  many  instances,  in  bad 
condition  having  been  of  soft  wood  originally  are  about  worn  out,  and  we 
believe  that  hard  wood  and  cement  floors  to  replace  the  worn  ones, 
would  be  a  matter  of  economy  to  the  state. 

The  new  nursery  building,  also  the  building  originally  used  as  a 
nursery  require  improvements  in  the  way  of  completing,  partitions, 
floors,  etc. 

The  furniture  in  all  the  buildings  seems  inadequate,  a  greater  portion 
of  it  having  been  in  service  since  the  institution  was  founded,  and  we 
believe  there  is  necessity  for  considerable  expenditure  along  that  line. 

The  bath  and  heating  fixtures  were  never  completed  in  the  cottages, 
and  there  is  yet  need  for  considerable  expenditure  in  connction  with  the 
plumbing  which  has  already  been  partly  completed. 

We  believe  that  the  hot  water  for  all  the  buildings  should  be 
supplied  directly  from  the  furnace  room  instead  of  being  heated  in 
tanks  from  the  different  buildings,  provided  that  this  could  be  done 
without  too  much  expense  at  this  time. 

The  present  cow  sheds  are  inadequate  and  the  committee  recommend 
the  building  of  suitable  cow  barns,  also  repairing  of  water  tanks  to  pro- 
vide for  fire  protection.  We  recommend  that  all  buildings  be  supplied 
with  fire  escapes. 
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The  school  building  and  assembly  room,  at  the  present  time,  is 
heated  with  stoves,  which  of  course  is  undesirable,  and  it  might  be  neces- 
sary to  establish  an  independent  heating  plant  for  that  building.  How- 
ever, if  the  plant  for  the  other  building  could  be  utilized  to  heat  the 
school  house  it  would  be  a  matter  of  economy  in  the  long  run. 

All  cottages  should  be  connected  with  the  main  building  by  four  foot 
cement  side  walks.  There  should  be  a  six  foot  cement  walk  from  the  main 
building  to  the  street,  also  from  the  school  house  to  the  street,  also 
a  heavy  plank  walk  connecting  these  two  walks  across  the  street. 

The  fences  while  answering  the  purpose  are  not  very  satisfactory, 
and  should  be  replaced  with  more  appropriate  ones  as  soon  as  possible. 

We  find  the  institution  well  conducted  and  believe  that  it  is  run 
for  the  best  interests  of  the  state,  and  think  that  superintendent  Mount- 
joy,  should  be  complimented  for  his  tireless  efforts  in  looking  after  the 
welfare  of  the  inmates  of  the  institution.

"An  Act  to  create  a  state  accident  insurance  and  total  permanent  disabil- 
ity fund  for  coal  miners  and  employees  at  coal  washers  in  the  State  of 
Montana  and  providing  for  the  maintenance  and  management  of  the 
same;  extending  and  defining  the  duties  of  the  State  Auditor,  and  fixing 
penalties  for  the  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,"  beg  leave  to 
report  as  follows:  Recommend  that  the  bill  be  amended  to  read  as  the 
hereto  attached  bill: 

Senate  Bill  No.  56. 
Introduced  by  Meyer. 
1-25-09. 

A  bill  for  an  Act  entitled,  "An  Act  to  create  a  state  accident  insur- 
ance and  total  permanent  disability  fund  for  coal  miners  and  employees 
at  coal  washers  in  the  State  of  Montana,  and  providing  for  the  mainte- 
nance and  management  of  the  same;  extending  and  defining  the  duties 
of  the  State  Auditor  and  fixing  penalties  for  the  violation  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Act." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislative  Asesmbly  of  the  State  of  Montana. 

Section  1.  All  workmen,  laborers  and  employees  employed  in  and 
around  any  coal  mines,  or  in  and  around  any  coal  washers,  in  which 
coal  is  treated,  except  office  employees,  superintendents  and  general 
managers,  shall  be  insured  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  against  accidents  occurring  in  the  course  of  their  occupations. 

Section  2.  All  corporations,  partnerships,  associations  or  persons, 
engaged  in  the  businesis  of  operating  any  coal  mine  or  coal  washers  in 
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the  State  of  Montana,  shall  pay  to  the  Auditor  of  the  State,  within  five 
days  after  the  monthly  wages  at  the  particular  mine  shall  have  been 
paid,  one  cent  per  ton  on  the  tonnage  of  coal  mined  and  shipped  or 
sold  locally,  or  having  been  mined  is  ready  for  shipment  or  sale,  during 
the  month  for  which  the  wages  were  paid,  and  all  persons  mentioned 
in  Section  1  employed  in  and  about  coal  mines  shall  allow  to  be  deducted 
from  their  gross  monthly  earnings  one  per  cent  thereof,  the  deduction 
to  be  made  by  the  agent,  manager,  or  foreman  of  any  corporation, 
association,  partnership,  person  or  persons,  engaged  in  the  business  of 
operating  any  coal  mine  or  coal  washer,  and  paid  to  the  State  Auditor 
within  five  days  after  such  monthly  wages  has  been  paid. 

Section  3.  The  agent,  manager,  foreman,  or  accountant  of  any 
corporation,  partnership,  association,  person  or  persons  engaged  in 
mining  coal  in  Montana,  shall  on  or  before  the  fifth  day  succeeding  the 
day  at  his  respective  mine,  make  a  report  under  oath  to  the  State 
Auditor  as  to  the  tonnage  mined  and  subject  to  the  payment  of  one 
cent  per  ton  thereon;  and  stating  the  gross  earnings  subject  to  the  one 
per  cent  deduction  as  provided  in  this  Act,  accompanied  by  a  certified 
check  in  full  for  the  amount  of  the  tax  provided  in  Section  2  of  this  Act. 
It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  employer,  employee,  corporation, 
partnership,  association  or  union,  to  make  any  contract,  waiving,  avoiding 
or  affecting  the  full  legal  effect  of  this  Act. 

Section  4.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  State  Auditor  to  receive 
all  moneys  as  provided]  for  in  this  Act,  and  to  send  the  proper  acknowl- 
edgment to  the  person  making  such  remittance.  The  Auditor  shall  pay 
all  moneys  so  received  by  him  to  the  State  Treasurer,  who  shall  keep 
such  sums  in  safe  custody  in  a  distinct  fund  to  be  known  as  the  employer 
and  employees  co-operative  insurance  and  total  permanent  disability 
fund.  The  State  Treasurer  must  invest  the  surplus  of  this  fund  in 
safe  and  convertible  state,  county  or  city  bonds,  or  bonds  of  the  United 
States.  All  interest  accruing  from  such  investments  shall  be  accredited 
to  this  insurance  fund.  The  bond  of  the  State  Treasurer  shall  be  liable 
for  such  funds,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  keep  accurate  accounts  of 
the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  such  money. 

Section  5.  The  Auditor  of  State  shall  keep  full  statistics  of  the 
operation  of  this  function  of  his  department.  In  the  event  of  the  death 
by  accident  of  an  employee  insured  under  this  Act,  who  shall  have  come 
to  his  death  in  the  course  of  his  employment  and  by  causes  arising 
therein,  the  Auditor  of  State  upon  being  satisfied  by  adequate  evidence 
of  such  death  shall  issue  a  warrant  upon  the  State  Treasurer  to  persons 
depending  upon  the  deceased,  these  warrants  to  issue  in  the  following 
order:  (1)  To  surviving  wife  and  child,  or  children,  in  equal  shares,  and 
if  neither  wife  or  child  or  children  be  alive  then  (2)  To  surviving  parents 
wiho  are  dependent  or  partially  so  upon  the  deceased;  if  none,  then 
(3)  To  such  other  relative  of  the  deceased  as  survive  him  and  are 
dependent  upon  him,  in  the  sum  of  three  thousand  ($3,000.00)  dollars. 

A  workman  receiving  injuries  which  permanently  incapacitate  him 
from  the  performance  of  work  shall  receive  a  compensation  monthly,  not 
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to  exceed  one  (1)  dollar  a  day  for  each,  working  day,  compensation 
for  permanent  injury  shall  not  be  allowed  until  after  the  expiration  of 
twelve  weeks  from  the  time  such  injuries  were  sustained,  provided  that 
the  medical  practitioner  examines  and  pronounces  the  injury  as  being 
permanent,  compensation  may  then  be  allowed  from  commencement  of 
disability.  The  Auditor  of  State,  however,  may,  when  in  his  judgment 
he  deems  it  advisable,  use  so  much  of  the  funds  as  is  necessary  in  the 
procuring  of  a  medical  practitioner,  for  the  purpose  of  examination  or 
treatment  under  this  act,  for  such  injuries  as  herein  mentioned,  com* 
pensation  shall  continue  during  disability,  or  until  settlement  is  effected, 
as  provided  for  in  Section  9  of  this  Act.  Total  or  permanent  disabilities 
shall  consist  of,  the  loss  of  both  legs  or  both  arms,  the  total  loss  of 
eye  sight  or  paralysis,  or  other  conditions  incapacitating  him  from  work, 
caused  by  accident  or  injuries,  received  during  employment  as  specified 
by  this  Act;  provided  that  if  death  as  a  result  of  the  injury  ensues 
at  a  period  not  longer  than  one  year  from  date  of  accident,  the  sum  of 
three  thousand  ($3,000.00)  dollars  shall  be  paid  the  deceased  workman's 
dependents  as  hereinbefore  provided.  The  representatives  of  a  foreigner, 
except  the  widow  or  dependnt  childrn,  who  are  not  living  within  the 
country  at  the  time  of  the  accident  shall  have  no  claim  for  the  compensa- 
tion provided  for  in  this  Act.  Such  foreign  person  shall  file  their  foreign 
address,  if  married,  with  the  office  of  their  employer  with  whom  they  are 
employed,  and  duplicate  thereof  with  the  State  Auditor,  giving  their 
wife's  name  and  dependent  children,  and  such  other  identification  as 
may  be  required  by  the  Auditor  of  the  State.  Loss  of  any  "limb,  or  eye, 
caused  by  accident  to  a  workman,  while  employed  as  provided  in  this 
Act,  shall  be  compensated  for  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  ($1,000.00) 
dollars  provided,  that  in  the  event  there  shall  be  no  funds  available  in 
the  fund  to  pay  the  Auditor's  warrant  when  drawn,  the  same  shall  draw 
interest  out  of  the  fund  at  the  rate  of  ten  per  cent  per  annum  until  such 
warrant  is  called  for  payment  by  the  Treasurer  which  shall  be  as  soon  as 
the  fund  is  sufficient  to  pay  the  same  with  its  interest  then  due. 

Section  6.  Where  a  workman  is  entitled  to  monthly  payments  under 
this  Act,  he  shall  file  with  the  Auditor  of  State  his  application  for  such, 
together  with  a  certificate  from  the  County  Physician  of  the  county 
wherein  he  resides,  attested  before  a  Notary  Public. 

Section  7.  Any  person,  or  persons,  company,  or  corporation,  who 
is  then  paying  into  this  insurance  fund  shall  believe  that  any  person 
or  persons  are  obtaining  or  have  made  application  to  obtain  benefits 
hereunder,  improperly  or  fraudulently,  and  shall  file  his  written  request 
that  such  persons  claim  be  investigated,  the  State  Auditor  must,  upon 
the  receipt  of  such  request,  request  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health  to  make  an  examination  for  the  purpose  of  this  Act,  and  his 
certificate  as  to  the  condition  of  the  person  or  persons  with  reference 
to  their  rights  to  benefit  under  this  Act,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  as 
to  his  condition. 

Section  8.  If  the  workman  refuses  to  submit  himself  to  such  exam- 
ination or  in  any  way  obstructs  the  same,  his  right  to  compensaiton 
under  this  Act  shall  be  suspended  until  such  examination  takes  place 
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and  shall  absolutely  cease  unless  he  submits  himself  for  an  examination 
within  one  month  after  being  required  to  do  so. 

Section  9.  Where  any  monthly  payment  has  been  made  to  a  work- 
man for  any  period  whatever,  the  liability  under  this  Act,  may  on  the 
application  by,  or  on  behalf  of  the  workman,  be  redeemed  by  the  payment 
of  a  lump  sum,  which  in  no  instance,  shall  be  in  excess  of  the  amount 
specified  as  death  indemnity,  and  all  monthly  payments  made  prior  shall 
be  deducted  from  such  settlement. 

Section  10.  The  Auditor  of  State  shall  report  in  January  of  each 
year  to  the  Governor,  of  the  experience  and  business  of  this  function 
of  his  department,  and  shall  have  plenary  power  to  determine  all  dis- 
puted cases  which  may  arise  in  its  administration  now  herein  provided 
for,  and  to  recommend  in  his  report  the  rates  or  premium  necessary  in 
order  to  preserve  such  fund,  and  shall  order  paid  such  indemnification 
as  herein  provided.  It  shall  have  power  to  define  the  insurance  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  by  regulations,  not  inconsistent  therewith  and  shall 
prescribe  the  character  of  the  monthly  or  other  reports  required  of  the 
parties  liable  hereunder,  and  the  character  of  the  proofs  of  deaths,  or 
to  total  permanent  disability,  and  shall  have  power  to  make  all  other 
orders  and  rules  necessary  to  carry  out  the  true  intent  of  this  Act. 

Section  11.  No  money  paid  or  payable  in  respect  of  insurance  or 
monthly  compensation  under  this  Act  shall  be  capable  of  being  assigned, 
charged,  taken  in  execution  or  attached,  nor  shall  the  same  pass  to  any 
other  person  by  operation  of  law,  and  the  acceptance  of  pecuniary  benefit 
under  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  operate  to  release  the  person  or  per- 
sons, corporation,  partnerships,  or  association  causing  such  injuries  or 
death,  for  which  benefits  are  so  claimed,  who  shall  have  paid  the  assess- 
ment provided  in  Section  2  of  this  Act,  and  also  the  employer,  officers 
and  agents,  thereof,  from  all  liability  and  claim  arising  from  such  in- 
juries or  death. 

The  commencement  of  a  suit  to  recover  for  such  injuries  or  death 
shall  operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  the  right  of  benefit  under  this  Act. 

Section  12:  A  manager,  agent,  foreman,  accountant,  person,  or 
persons,  who  represent  any  corporation,  partnership,  association,  per- 
son or  persons,  engaged  in  the  mining  or  managing  of  any  coal  mines,  or 
coal  washers  in  Montana,  or  person  or  persons  liable  for  the  payments 
herein  provided  for,  who  shall  violate  the  intent  of  this  Act  by  inacurate 
reports  of  tonnage  of  coal  produced  by  them  or  the  earnings  of  em- 
ployees in  their  employ  or  who  in  any  manner,  hinders  or  obstructs  the 
Auditor  of  State  in  ascertaining  facts  bearing  upon  any  case  provided 
for  in  this  Act,  or  who  may  refuse  correctly  to  make  out  such  reports  as 
are  required  by  this  Act,  or  as  requested  by  the  Auditor  of  State,  or  sub- 
mit to  its  provisions  when  liable  therefor,  or  who  shall  fraudulently 
obtain  benefits  hereunder  shall  be  fined  for  each  offense  the  sum  of  not 
less  than  one  hundred  ($100.00)  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred 
($500.00)  dollars  and  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  a  period  of  not 
less  than  one  month  nor  more  than  six  months,  or  by  both  such  fine 
and  imprisonment. 

The  proceeds  of  all  fines  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  State  Treasurer, 
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and;  by  him  credited  to  the  Insurance  Fund. 

Section  13.  This  Act  to  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after 
the  first  day  of  October,  1910,  benefits  to  commence  four  months  there- 
after." 

And  that  as  amended  the  bill  do  pass.

'We,  your  Committee  on  Irrigation  and  Water  Rights,  to  whom  was 
referred  Senate  Bill  numbered  IS,  a  bill  for  an  Act  entitled,  "An  Act 
to  provide  for  the  creation  organization,  government  and  extension,  of 
Irrigation  Districts,  to  prescribe  the  rights,  powers  and  duties  thereof, 
to  provide  for  the  acquisition  either  by  construction,  purchase  or  other- 
wise, and  for  the  maintenance  and  control  thereby  of  works,  water 
property  and  rights,  for  the  irrigation  of  land  within  and  comprising 
such  districts,  and  to  provide^ for  the  payment  therefor  and  for  the 
expenses  of  such  districts,  and  to  extend  and  apply  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  to  Irrigation  Districts  of  the  State  heretofore  organized  or  in  process 
of  organization,  under  existing  laws,  and  to  repeal  with  certain  reserva 
dons  the  provisions  of  Sections  2309  to  2402,  both  inclusive,  of  Title  X, 
Part  III,  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1907,  having  had  the 
same  under  consideration  recommend  that  the  said  bill  do  pass  with  th< 
following  amendments. 

1.  On  page  3,  line  34,  after  the  word  "court"  insert  the  words  "oi 
judge  thereof". 

2.  On  page  5,  line  8,  after  the  word  "district"  insert  the  following 
"and  to  this  end  the  court  may  sub-divide  lands  included  within  the 
petition,  or  proposed  at  the  hearing  to  be  included  within  such  district 
into  forty  acre  tracts  or  smaller  sub-divisions  thereof." 

3.  On  page  5,  line  103,  after  the  word  "order"  insert  the  following 
"A  copy  of  such  order  duly  certified  by  the  clerk  of  said  court,  shall 
be  filed  for  record  within  thirty  days  after  such  order  is  made  and  en 
tered  with  the  county  clerk  and  recorder  of  the  county  wherein  lands 
included  within  such  district  are  situated,  provided,  however,  there  shall 
be  omitted  from  such  copy  lands  not  situated  in  the  county  in  which 
such  property  is  filed." 

4.  On  page  6,  line  116,  after  the  word  "court"  insert  the  words  "oi 
judge  thereof". 

5.  On  page  7,  line  140,  after  the  word  "expenses"  insert  the  follow- 
ing "no  commissioner  or  any  other  officer  named  in  this  Act  shall  in 
any  manner  be  interested,  directly  or  indirectly  in  any  contract  awarded 
or  to  be  awarded  by  the  board,  or  in  the  profits  to  be  derived  there- 
from; and  for  any  violation  of  this  provision  such  officers  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  his  conviction  thereof  shall  work  a  for- 
feiture of  his  office,  and  he  shall  be  punished  by  fine,  not  exceding  five 
hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding 
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six  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment." 

6.  After  the  word  "Board"  in  line  183,  on  page  9,  insert  the  fol- 
lowing "For  the  purpose  of  purchasing  or  constructing,  necessary  irri- 
gation canals  or  works,  or  acquiring  the  necessary  property  and  rights 
therefor,  and  otherwise  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the 
board  of  commissioners  of  any  such  Irrigation  District  must,  as  soon 
after  such  district  has  been  organized  as  practicable,  formulate  a  general 
plan  for  such  purchase,  construction  and  acquisition  of  such  property, 
and  shall  cause  such  surveys,  examinations  and  plans  to  be  made  as  shall 
demonstrate  the  practicability  of  such  plans,  the  amount  of  land  that 
can  be  irrigated  thereunder,  and  furnish  the  proper  basis  for  an  estimate 
of  the  costs  or  carrying  out  such  plans,  and  the  value  of  any  canal, 
works,  property  or  system,  of  irrigation  proposed  to  be  purchased. 

All  such  surveys,  examinations,  maps,  plans  and  estimates  shall 
be  made  by  or  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  an  irrigation 
engineer,  of  well  known  standing  and  competency,  and  all  such  necessary 
surveys,  examinations,  maps,  plans  and  estimates  must  be  certified  to 
by  him.  When  all  such  are  completed,  he  shall  submit  them  with  all 
proper  field  notes  to  and  file  them  with  the  Board  of  Commissioners 
accompanied  by  his  report,  and  recommendations  thereon.  This  report 
shall  include  a  dicsussion  of  said  plans  by  him  submitted  to  said  board, 
of  the  question  of  water  supplies,  of  the  sufficiency  of  the  works  proposed 
to  accomplish  the  desired  results,  of  the  practicability  of  the  proposed 
system  fromi  an  engineering  standpoint;  of  the  probability  of  being 
acquired  or  constructed  within  the  estimate  of  the  costs  stated,  and 
such  general  discussion  and  recommendation,  in  regard  to  the  engineering 
and  financial  features  of  the  whole  matter,  as  in  the  judgment  of  such 
engineer  shall  be  desirable  for  the  information  of  the  people  of  the 
district.  Such  report  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  map,  when  such  is 
necessary  for  a  proper  explanation  or  understanding  of  the  same.  Upon 
receiving  such  report  said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  proceed  to 
determine  the  amount  of  money  necessary  to  be  raised  for  the  purchase 
or  construction  of  said  proposed  property,  canals  or  irrigation  works, 
and  system,  and  within  ten  days  after  arriving  at  such  determination, 
shall  cause  the  secretary  of  said  board  to  notify  all  persons  or  corpora- 
tions holding  title,  or  evidence  of  title,  to  lands  within  saidi  district 
(ascertained  as  provided  in  Section  1  of  this  act)  of  the  filing  of  said 
report  and  their  determination  thereon.  Said  notices  shall  be  given 
through  the  United  States  mail  by  letter  addressed  to  such  persons  or 
corporations  at  their  last  known  post  ofifce  address  of  each  person  or 
corporation  aforesaid.  A  certificate  of  the  secretary  of  the  board  as  to 
the  fact  of  mailing  said  notice  affixed  to  a  copy  of  said  notice  and 
'recorded  in  the  record  book  of  said  board  of  commissioners,  shall  be 
sufficient  and  conclusive  evidence  of  such  fact." 

7.  On  page  9,  in  line  185,  after  the  word  "into"  insert  the  words 
"one  or  more." 

8.  On  page  9,  line  204,  after  the  word  "chosen"  insert  the  follow- 
ing: "by  the  electors  of  the  entire  district." 
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9.  On  page  13,  line  294,  after  the  word  "guardians,"  insert  "executors, 
administrators." 

10.  On  page  16,  in  line  357,  after  the  word  "order"  insert  the  fol- 
lowing: "Provided,  however,  that  the  extension  of  such  boundaries 
shall  not  deprive  the  lands  already  in  said  districts  of  an  adequate  supply 
of  water  for  irrigation  purposes." 

11.  On  page  21,  in  line  498,  before  the  words  "right  of  way,"  insert 
the  following:    "bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act." 

12.  On  page  35  in  line  836,  after  the  word  "codes,"  insert  the 
following:  "If  a  majority  of  the  holders  of  title,  or  evidence  of  title, 
to  lands  included  in  the  district  heretofore  organized,  or  being  organized, 
under  the  provisions  of  said  Sections  2309  to  2402,  both  inclusive,  of 
said  Revised  Codes,  said  holders  of  title  or  evidence  of  title,  also  repre- 
senting a  majority  in  acreage  of  said  irrigable  lands  of  said  districts, 
shall  petition  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  for  the  organization  of 
a  new  district,  including  not  less  than  four-fifths  of  the  irrigable  lands 
embraced  within  such  districts  so  organized,  or  being  organized,  and 
shall  pray  for  an  order  disorganizing  such  districts  and  vacating  all 
proceedings  therein,  the  courts  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  proceed  under 
this  Act  to  organize  such  new  districts,  and  in  making  its  final  order 
creating  such  new  districts,  shall  also  make  an  order  vacating  and 
disorganizing  the  old  districts.  All  money  or  property  belonging  to 
such  old  districts  shall  be  and  become  the  money  and  property  of  such 
new  districts.  Should  any  lands  included  in  the  old  district  not  be 
included  in  the  new  district,  the  commissioners  of  the  latter  shall  pay 
to  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  lands  their  just  proportion  thereof  on 
the  basis  of  the  last  assessment  made;  and  provided  further  that  all 
acts  heretofore  done  by  any  Board  of  County  Commissioners  of  any 
county  of  this  state  in  connection  with  the  organization  of  any  irrigation 
districts  under  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  sections  of  said  Revised 
Codes,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  ratified,  confirmed  and  declared  valid, 
and  of  full  force  and  effect.

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means  of  support.  In  a  suit  for  recovery  of  damages  named  in  this 
section,  a  married  woman  may  sue  in  her  own  name  and  a  minor  by 
its  guardian."

"Section  2.  Any  person  who  is  dependent  upon  an  habitual  drunkard 
for  support  and  desires  the  .benefit  of  this  Act,  or  any  person  showing

habitual  drunkard  or  minor  and  take  receipt  in  writing  from  the  person 
or  persons  so  notified,  and  any  person,  proprietor,  bartender  or  other 
person  in  charge  of  any  bar  room,  saloon,  or  other  place  where  intoxicat- 
ing liquors  are  sold,  dispensed  or  given  away,  who  shall  refuse  to  accept 
service  of  said  notice,  as  herein  provided,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor."

Section  8783.  Any  person  who  wilfully  shoots  or  kills,  or  causes 
to  be  shot  or  killed,  any  moose,  bison,  buffalo,  caribou,  antelope  or 
beaver,  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  not 
less  than  six  months  nor  more  than  two  3'ears,  or  shall  be  fined  not 
less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  or 
by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment;  provided,  that  any  taxpayer  and 
bona  fide  owner  of  real  estate  in  this  State  may  upon  his  own  premises 
or  upon  the  right  of  way  of  his  own  ditches,  kill  or  destroy  beaver,  when 
necessary  for  the  protection  of  his  dam,  irrigating  ditches  and  trees, 
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and  to  prevent  the  overflowing  of  water  on  his  premises.  Any  person 
who  wilfully  shoots  or  kills  or  causes  to  be  shot  or  killed,  any  quail, 
Chinese  pheasants,  Hungarian  pheasants,  or  turtle  dove,  shall  be  punished 
by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  thirty 
days  nor  more  than  twelve  months,  or  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  both  such  fine 
and  imprisonment.

Helena,  Montana, 

I  return  herewith  Senate  Bill  No.  99,  "An  Act  to  amend  Section 
2047  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana,  1907,  relating  to  Local  Option," 
without  my  approval,  and  with  my  objections  thereto. 

This  Bill  amends  Section  2047  by  adding  thereto  the  following  pro- 
vision, "Provided,  however,  that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  an 
incorporated  city  or  town  unless  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  in  such 
city  or  town  is  'Sale  of  Intoxicating  Liquor,  No.'  " 

The  effect  of  the  added  provision  is  to  separate  any  county  into 
county  and  city  or  town  districts.  As  to  that  provision  I  do  not  desire 
here  to  make  objection,  the  added  provision,  however,  has  a  further 
effect,  in  that  when  the  question  of  prohibiting  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  is  submitted,  all  the  voters  of  both  the  country  districts  and  the 
cities  or  towns  within  the  county,  may  vote.  If  the  majority  of  the 
total  vote  is  in  favor  of  prohibiting  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  the 
county  districts  are  bound  by  the  vote,  if  however,  the  majority  of  the 
votes  in  any  incorporated  city  or  town  of  the  county  is  against  pro- 
hibiting the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  then  such  county  or  town  so 
voting  is  not  bound  by  the  general  vote. 

In  other  words,  the  voters  of  the  city  or  town  may  say  what  the 
country  districts  may  or  may  not  do,  but  the  voters  of  the  country  dis- 
tricts may  not  determine  what  the  city  or  town  may  or  may  not  do." 

If  any  city  or  town  is  not  to  be  bound  by  the  result  of  the  general 
vote,  then  the  vote  of  the  city  or  town,  if  not  in  accord  with  the  majority 
of  such  general  vote,  should  not  be  used  to  affect  the  result  of  the  vote 
in  the  country  districts.  Under  the  workings  of  this  bill  we  should  have 
an  anomalous  situation  wherein  the  voters  of  the  cities  and  towns, 
would  have  conferred  upon  them  greater  powers  than  were  given  to  the 
voter  of  the  country  districts. 

If  this  measure  had  gone  further  and  provided  that,  in  case  a 
majority  of  the  votes  in  any  city  or  town  was  against  prohibiting  the 
sale  of  liquor  the  vote  of  such  city  or  town  should  not  be  taken  into 
account  in  the  general  result,  then  the  bill  would  at  least  be  fair  and  in 
accord  with  the  spirit  of  the  majority  rule,  which  has  long  prevailed. 

I  am  calling  your  attention  to  the  objectionable  feature  of  the  bill 
as  seasonable  as  circumstances  have  permitted.

Mr.  President: 

Your  Committee  on  State  Fair  Investigation  begs  to  report  the  result 
of  its  investigation  as  follows: 

In  order  to  arrive  at  some  idea  of  the  operations  of  the  State  Fair 
since  it  was  taken  over  by  the  State  in  1903,  your  committee  engaged 
an  expert  accountant  to  prepare  a  report  on  the  transactions  of  the 
JStae  Fair  officials,  this  report  made  by  Donald  Arthur,  public  accountant, 
Butte,  is  submitted  herewith. 

As  will  be  seen,  the  report  contains  a  statement  showing  the  results 
of  the  expert's  examination  of  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  fiscal 
years  of  1903  to  1908,  inclusive.  The  recommendations  contained  in 
the  report  regarding  the  installation  of  a  complete  and  proper  system 
of  accounting,  including  the  recommendations  regarding  the  issuance 
of  admission  tickets  and  passes,  and  the  publication  of  contributions 
received  by  private  individuals,  are  heartily  endorsed  by  this  committee. 
As  will  be  seen  by  the  expert's  report,  no  misappropriation  of  funds  was 
discovered. 

The  committee  summoned  several  witnesses  before  them  in  order 
to  determine  whether  or  not  the  State  Fair  was  being  operated  on  a 
business-like  basis,  and  the  testimony  of  these  witnesses  showed  that 
while  every  endeavor  was  apparently  made  to  operate  the  Fair  for 
the  best  interests  of  the  State,  the  methods  used  in  doing  so  were  far 
from  business-like.  In  the  matter  of  construction  of  plant  at  the  fair 
grounds,  no  accurate  data  could  be  obtained  going  to  show  the  cost  of 
each  particular  unit  of  the  plant,  and  it  developed  that  practically  the 
entire  plant  was  built  by  Contractor  E.  W.  Fiske  of  Helena,  although 
the  witnesses  claimed  that  competitive  bids  were  asked  for. 

The  recommendations  of  your  committee  are: 

1.  That  a  complete  and  proper  system  of  accounting  be  installed 
as  of  December  1,  1908. 

2.  That  the  deficiency  appropriation  for  the  State  Fair  be  not 
incurred  In  the  future.
